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\_y  N  February  18,  1841,  jn  act  was 
passed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  North 
Carolina  authorizing  the  establishment  of 
the  State  Normal  and  Industrial  School 
for  girls.  The  sum  of  $10,000  was  ap- 
propriated for  maintenance  for  one  year 
— nothing  for  buildings  and  equipment. 
The  City  of  Greensboro,  successful  bidder 
for  the  location  of  the  new  school,  voted 
bonds  for  $30,000  with  which  to  erect 
the  first  buildings.  Messrs.  R.  T.  Gray 
and  R.  S.  PuUcn,  Raleigh  citizens,  donated 
ten  acres  of  land  which  they  owned  in 
Greensboro,  upon  which  to  erect  these 
buildings. 

On  October  5.  18') 2.  the  new  school 
was  opened,  with  Charles  Duncan  Mc- 
Iver,  founder,  as  first  president  Faculty 
and  stafi" — 15.     Students   that   first   dav — 


176,  increasing  to  a  total  of  223  during 
the  year.  Three  courses  were  offered; 
Normal,  Commercial,  Domestic  Science. 
In  addition  to  Main  Building  (admin- 
istration and  classroom)  and  Old  Brick 
Dormitory,  the  President's  residence  and 
Midway  Dormitory  (Old  Guilford — 
wooden)  were  located  on  the  campus 
that    first    year. 

Fifty  years  have  passed.  In  1897.  the 
name  of  the  new  school  was  changed  to 
the  State  Normal  and  Industrial  College: 
in  1919,  to  the  North  Carolina  College 
for  Women,  In  1931,  the  General  As- 
sembly passed  an  act  consolidating  the 
University  at  Chapel  Hill.  State  College 
of  Agriculture  and  Engineering,  Raleigh, 
and  the  North  Carolina  College  for  Wo- 
men, Greensboro,  into  the  University  of 
North    Carolina, 


Today,  the  Woman's  College  of  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  is  third 
in  size  among  colleges  for  women,  hav- 
ing an  enrollment  of  2,256,  The  value 
of  the  plant,  including  acreage  and  build- 
ings, is  $7,500,000. 

Five  undergraduate  degrees  are  given: 
A.B..  B.S.  in  Home  Economics.  B.S.  in 
iVIusic.  B.S.  in  Physical  Education.  B.S. 
in  Business  Education.  Graduate  work 
is  done  in  Home  Economics,  Business 
Education,    and   Elementary   Education, 

That  academic  and  scholastic  achieve- 
ment have  kept  pace  with  the  physical 
growth  through  the  years  is  further  evi- 
denced by  the  existence  here  of  a  section 
of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and  five  national 
honorary  scholastic  fraternities.  The  col- 
lege is  also  on  the  approved  list  of  the 
American    Association    of    Universities,
